RECOLLECTIONS 


by James M. Holmes 


The Grandeur 
Of Saratoga 


Saratoga is still Saratoga, the same 
place where the North and South met in 
friendly combats on the race course. fol- 
lowing the signing of peace at Appomat- 
tox. The same stately elms shade the same 
old barns at Horse Haven. and_ barring 
the noise and sight of motor cars, or a 
trip to the environs of Broadway. one can 
imagine himself back in the days of post- 
bellum years. 


TRACK SUPERINTENDENT. The race 
course boasts, too, of the oldest track 
standing in the United States, the above- 
mentioned Horse Haven, besides another 
training-track, Oklahoma, and the gor- 
geous main track. All three are under the 
management of the only woman track su- 
perintendent in the country. the efficient 
Mrs. Ann Clare. Hers is a peculiar herit- 
age. Her husband, the late Thomas Clare. 
was superintendent for many years, prior 
to his untimely death in a motor car ac- 
cident at Miami, and the Clares made a 
profession of the upkeeping of race tracks. 
Thomas’ brother, Willie, was “super” at 
Brighton Beach for years and is still re- 
membered for his herculean efforts at 
working all night to have a muddy course 
transformed to a “fast” one at Brighton 
for the Brighton Handicap of 1904. So 
well did his efforts prevail that on the 
following afternoon Broomstick set a new 
world’s record for a mile-and-a-quarter in 
2:0235, after a thrilling stretch battle 
with Irish Lad. 


The boys’ father, James Clare, was 
“super” at old Jerome Park, the initial 
and monumental track in the environs of 
New York City. At Brighton. Mr. Clare 
established a contracting business, and a 
few old-timers are still around who may 
have played on the wagons stored in the 
yard hard by the quarter-mile chute at the 
head of the homestretch, when they were 
boys. 


MODERNIZED PLANT. William Col- 
lins Whitney, Secretary of the Navy un- 
der Grover Cleveland, is the man respon- 
sible for the present grandeur of Sara- 
toga’s main track. In the old days, two 
long white rambling grandstands fronted 
the homestretch. The track itself wound 
around so that a sort of chute, with the 
end immediately in front of the stands, 
served for six-furlong races, to enable

spectators to view the getaways at close 
range. The present grandstand was ereet- 
ed in 1897, when a Mr. Kearney ran the 
track. This was between the interim of 
Gottfried Walbaum—a_ gentleman who 
was a story in himself—and Mr. Whit 
ney. 


FIRE LOSS 


Nineteen horses were destroyed in a 
fire at La Mesa Park. Raton, N. M.. on 
August 18. Three barns were burned. The 
fire was of undetermined origin. Among 
the horses destroyed were Lou-Bre, an 8 
year-old. stallion which had been pur 
chased not long before by Howard Lackey. 
of Raton. Mr. Lackey lost 11 horses 
in the fire. Lou-Bre  (Brevity—Louise 
Frances, by Gallant Fox) had placed in 
stakes at two and three and was winner 
of more than $100,000. 


Recent winner of the Worksop Manor 
Foal Stakes in England was Lord Carnar- 
von’s Empress of France. a 2-year-old 
filly by Fair Trial out of Malmaison, by 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd—Malvina B.. by Sir 
John Johnson. Malmaison, one of several 
American-bred horses purehased by Lord 
Carnarvon at the Saratoga yearling sales 
of 1939, has produced four winners in 
England. 


Ninety-five 2-year-olds remain eligible 
for the California Breeders Champion 
Stakes, to be raced at Santa Anita Park 
on December 26.

Free For All is one of the few unbeaten 2-year-old champions in recent 
turf history. In five starts he won the Hyde Park Stakes (NTR of 1:04 2/5, 
for 514 furlongs), Arlington Park Futurity (easily by 2% lengths), Washing- 
ton Park Futurity (by 1% lengths). In the Experimental Handicap, Free For 
se was rated at 126 pounds, top weight, along with Pavot. Free for All won 
111,225.

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AUSTRALIA, by Gwyn Jones 


MELBOURNE 
Russia, one of the best stayers’ of the 


last decade in Australia, has been sold 


by Mr. Gordon Leeds, Sydney. to David 


J. Davis, Cupertino, Calif. The stallion is 
by Excitement from Lady March, and 
as the winner of £39,689 in stakes money, 
he is sixth on the list of the greatest 


stakes winners in Australia and New 


Zealand. 


He is nine years old, and was in full 
winning vein as late as last April, when 
he won at weight-for-age at Randwick. 
In his next two starts he was beaten in 
races of similar type by the New Zeal- 
and horse Bruce, and by our champion 
stayer Carbon Copy. Russia had a lot of 
hard racing over a long period, the real 
gem of which was his runaway win under 
126 pounds in the two-mile Melbourne 
Cup of 1946. 

At times he proved difficult to train be- 
cause of leg ailments, but he came up 
smiling time and time again to re- 
turn to his best form. He is a tall wiry 
type of chestnut with plenty of size and 
scope. Whether he will be a success at

stud in the States remains to be seen. 
‘The price paid for him is not known. 
[Editor’s Note: A United Press report 
quoted the new owner as saying that he 
paid $30,000 for Russia.] Perhaps the 
most interesting part of the sale is that 
Davis was part-owner of the mighty Phar 
Lap (Night Raid—Entreaty), which won 
the Agua Caliente Handicap in 1932, and 
died shortly afterward at Menlo Park in 
California. 


Breeders in America continue to look 
for the chance of buying well-performed 
horses in this country. During the last 
few years the cavalcade across the Pa- 
cific has included *Shannon 2nd, * Ajax. 
*Colonus. *Reading 2nd, *Bernborough. as 
well as the defunct *Beau Pere. 


Russia was listed to be sold at auction 
in Sydney last month, but because of a 
nation-wide coal strike, the sale was 
abandoned. He was to have been offered 
for unreserved sale, and if a public sale 
had eventuated, he might have brought 
something like 2.000 guineas or 3,000 
guineas. Russia is not bred on the good 


maternal lines of horses like *Shannop 
2nd, *Ajax, and *Bernborough, althoug) 
many good winners have come from this 
side of the family. Excitement was } 
Hurry On. which is as good as you cay 
get. while Lady March is by Bonnemen 
from Lively March. by March Along. 


The stock of Excitement have won mor 
than £90.000 in Australia. and Russi 
contributed almost 50 per cent of it 
However. whichever way you look at it, 
Russia was a mighty race horse on the 
standards of this country. He was the 
weight-for-age staying champion season 
after season. He is to stand the stud in 
California, and if he happens to sire on 
as good as himself, his new owner should 
be satisfied. 


Old-timers in American racing will re. 
member a tough handicapper named Mid. 
way, foaled in 1914, by Ballot out oj 
Thirty-third. One of his sons, Middle 
West, was exported to Brazil, where he 
sired some good performers. In the 194 
broodmare sire statistics in Brazil, the 
name of Middle West stood seventeenth 
on the list. Santarem, son of the Amer 
ican-bred Novelty (by Kingston), has 
been for years one of Brazil’s best sires 
In 1948 he stood second on the list of 


sires of winners.

The Bright Look at Aqueduct: 
Use of the Retrenchment Tool 


New York 

Lp until now, no one has ever mistaken 
Aqueduct for Yosemite Park. but I must 
admit that on the opening August 29 the 
infield was one of the handsomest things 
in these parts. August produced a fine 
stand of grass, and the track operatives 
trimmed the hedges with a_ perfection 
usually reserved for the manufacture of 
Swiss watches. The flowers which border 
the rail are anonymous as far as this de- 
partment is concerned—which means 
they are neither roses nor lilies—but they 
are very effective decoration, all the 
same. 

To some extent a track can be figured 
pretty well from its infield. for keeping 
it up is an expensive task and, aside from 
the jumping courses. it plays part 
either in the actual racing or the funnel- 
ing of money into the machines. In this 
respect. at least. A is for Aqueduct. 

This department has occasionally writ- 
ten some unkind things about the Queens 
County Jockey Club’s plant, most of them 
deserved at the time. But the situation 
is somewhat different now, partly because 
some real physical improvements have 
been made, and perhaps more because 
the shrinking attendance has now got to 
a point where the plant is big enough 
to care for it. At all events, having in- 
dicated once or twice that the track was 
not fit for a pig. simple justice compels 
the admission that now it is. 

The opening day attendance, slightly 
over 16,000, was perhaps a little disap- 
pointing, since it seemed that the cus- 
tomers, pressed to dispose of their money 
while racing was upstate at Saratoga. 
might have swarmed out impatiently in 
greater numbers. But the truth seems 
to be that Monmouth Park and Atlantic 
City had done a good deal to keep the 
tension from mounting. The faithful per- 
force returned to the fold, because the 
Pennsylvania Railroad discontinued _ its 
New Jersey race trains as soon as Aque- 
duct opened. 


DISPLACED. larger source of 
comment than most of the races last week 
at Aqueduct was whether Sammy Renick 
ought to have his money. The former 
jockey, now doing some work on televi- 
sion, had a $50 ticket on Orange Sun 
while the horses were at post for the 
fourth race last Tuesday. Immediately 
after the race he did not have it, and since 
its surrender value at that time was 


$3.680. it was a matter of some moment. 
This. in itself. offered no problem be- 
yond how bad anybody’s luck can get. 
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But some scratching turned up a rather 
air-tight case. A man whose name is 
here withheld—let the Internal Revenue 
Department do its own work—bought 
two $50 tickets on Orange Sun, one for 
Renick, one for himself. The pari-mu- 
tuel clerk who sold them knew the buyer 
personally. and furthermore these were 
the only $50 straight tickets sold on 
Orange Sun. The buyer gave Renick his 
ticket, and while the horses were going 
into the gate. the former jockey showed 
it to Harry Millar, secretary to the New 
York State Racing Commission. Then he 
picked up his glasses with one hand and 
with the other stuck the ticket, as he 
thought, into his pocket. Apparently he 
missed the pocket, for that was the last 
seen of the ticket. 

After several days. no attempt had 
been mad+ to cash the missing ticket, 
and though it is hard to believe that the 
wind swept it out of the rather scantily 
populated box area, the presumption now 
is that it was destroyed. At any rate. 
Renick is in position to prove positively 
that he had the ticket, and that the un- 
cashed $50 ticket on Orange Sun is cer- 
tainly his. Only, the New York rule pro- 
vides that payment “shall be made only 
upon presentation surrender” of 
tickets. If this stands up. the $3,680 
will remain in the “out” fund until next 
April 1, and will then be turned over 
to New York’s general fund.

Just to that misfortunes 
come in battalions and not as single spies. 
Renick was so concerned over the prob- 
lem that he neglected to bet on an 11-to-2 
chance he knew about in a later race. 
But there is something wrong with a 
rule which lets the state hold on to a 
man’s money after he can prove owner- 
ship beyond question.

CLASS WAR. This year’s cuts in 
stakes values in New York have reawak- 
ened the professional antagonism which. 
except in extremely lush times, always 
exists between the trainers of the big sta- 
bles and the trainers who depend chiefly 
on selling platers or at least compara- 
tively cheap horses for their livelihood. 

The former school holds. of course. 
that stakes values should be maintained 
at all costs. since these supply the im- 
petus for better breeding. Breeders large- 
ly agree. because big stakes mean _ better 
yearling prices. Other trainers argue that 
everybody has to make a_living---which 
isn’t proved. in my opinion—and that the 
cuts) should come off the top. where 
money means profit, rather than off the 
bottom. where money means oats. 

The fair course is probably somewhere 
in the middle. and in fact the cuts at 
Aqueduct. though more spectacular in re- 
spect to the stakes, actually went deeper 
at the lower level, with the minimum 
purse cut $500. This was phrased as a 
cut in the minimum for claiming races. 
but it is awfully hard to move the bottom 
story of a building without disturbing 
the second a little. 

The opinion here is that the New York 
tracks were quite right in making their 
first cuts in stakes values, since these 
had swollen somewhat out of reason. A 
$100,000 Jockey Club Gold Cup, for in- 
stance, is very nice when a track can 
afford it. but it would be just as good a 
race for $50.000. The same thing ap- 
plies to Empire’s Gold Cup, since, as 
they are weight-for-age, any given re- 
newal can be a fairly empty affair. 

But once the stakes values have been 
cut back to what we may call normal 
size. it would seem that the character of 
racing is best preserved by making any 
further cuts at the bottom. and_ forcing 
into the red the horses which are least 
useless. both in attracting crowds and in 
perpetuating the Thoroughbred _ race. 
Otherwise there isn’t much use trying to 
breed or to own a good horse. 

The first cuts. in other words. haven't 
hurt the general structure. The next ones, 
if unwisely made, can hurt a lot. The 
fact that a majority of trainers will press 
for lower stakes values and higher mini- 
mums is without significance, since the 
trainers themselves constitute consider- 
ably less than a majority of the whole 
scheme of racing. 
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A Way To Cull Breeding Stock: 
Weight Penalties for Males 


I feel it is very much in order at this 
time to appeal to all Thoroughbred horse- 
men and breeders throughout the country 
in order that we might care for and pro- 
tect the livelihood of horsemen and main- 
tain the Sport of Kings on the highest 
level. As the world progresses, changes 
are made from year to year in every in- 
dustry, and racing is by no means an 
exception. 

During the past few years we have been 
faced with a very serious problem. It is 
the overproduction of Thoroughbred 
horses, which has resulted in the serious 
stall situation which we have all been 
faced with. There are, of course, excep- 
tions. Owners with the better class of 
horses are invariably welcomed with open 
arms at tracks where they seek accom- 
modations, but some of us are not so for- 
tunate. We are overstocked with the 
cheaper platers, and need at least a 
second introduction to the racing secre- 
tary or stall committee to even merit con- 
sideration for stalls. 

This condition is definitely the result 
of overproduction brought about by the 
breeding end of the industry, which, 
through sympathy or friendship, breeds 
and produces offspring from “first loves” 
by freely donating services from good as 
well as questionable and unproven stal- 
lions. 

lt is very difficult to formulate a suc- 
cessful plan that would prove to be a 
definite ‘and immediate solution for the 
elimination of cheaper class horses which 
are at present racing, or at least are try- 
ing to get into races through the endless 
“preferred list.” 

Many suggestions and theories have 
been advanced. Some seem very prac- 
tical, but none as yet has proven it- 
self. For example, “scully” or elimina- 
tion races were sponsored and tried at Tia 
Juana. It looked like a good plan and 
was at first considered a success, inas- 
much as the winner and the last two 
horses were barred and eliminated from 
racing at that track. However, the barred

horses were shipped over the border and 
transferred to other tracks, where they 
continued to race. 


It has been suggested that horses be 
eliminated from racing after certain ages, 
as well as horses that have shown poor 
form for a period of two years. It is gen- 
erally agrecd that when a good horse 
shows a poor effort, something is definite- 
ly wrong. 

By the same token, when a horse is in 
good condition he will run a true race 
without any unnatural influence. Poor ef- 
forts are usually the result of accidents, 
lack of condition, lack of class, or lame- 
ness, and the trainer in some cases is di- 
rectly responsible. The most common fac- 
tor is soreness or lameness, and these 
conditions will exist as long as we race 
horses. In my humble opinion, it is most 
difficult to diagnose lameness or soreness 
to a point whereby any man or a group 
of men can forever bar or eliminate a 
horse from future racing at any age. It is 
a proven fact that many things have hap- 
pened to race horses that have placed 
them on the sidelines for two and three 
years; then they have been brought back 
to the races and have been most consist- 
ent campaigners. 

The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association, years ago, tried to re- 
tire old and disabled horses, with rather 
unsatisfactory results. The plan ran into 
financial difficulties, and previous owners 
of horses thus pensioned were dissatisfied 
upon visiting their former “breadwinners” 
because they felt that the animals were 
not receiving special and privileged at- 
tention. 

The retiring and pensioning of horses 
is better left to the desire and pocket- 
book of the owner who can, if he desires, 
find a convenient place to retire the ani- 
mal where he can visit him as often as 
he wishes. The only alternative to prevent 
possible abuse and improper care is to 
humanely destroy a horse. Other problems 
that exist under this category can well be 
left up to the individual trainers and own- 
ers, who are themselves responsible. 


CONGESTION. The race horse world 
has become much dilated and congested 
in recent years, to such an extent that it 
has imposed undue hardships on many 
phases of the racing industry. This is due 
simply and directly to the overproduction 
of horses. ‘The day is here when, if a 
trainer has a cheap plater, he and his 
horse are no longer welcome and cannot 


obtain stall space. This condition exists 
at the minor tracks and even little known 
“bush” tracks, as well as the larger ovals, 
These are critical days confronting the 
racing industry, and it is necessary to 
face the facts in order to preserve the 
sport and the livelihood of its supporters, 

Rules and regulations regarding stall 
allotments at various race tracks can be 
passed and enforced very easily, but they 
affect only a scattered portion of the 
tracks operating and merely serve to 
shift the undesirables from one track to 
another. These rules are not practical for 
the industry throughout the country, and 
exert undue hardships on horsemen, 
Therefore a standardized plan must be 
placed in effect that will properly fit 
all locations, without sacrifice and liquida. 
tion by many owners who depend on race- 
ing alone for a livelihood. 

For a minute, let us consider the agri- 
cultural industry. Farmers use certified 
seeds to obtain the best results, and they 
standardize their livestock. Let us ask this 
question: “Does a good farmer breed his 
runt pigs, or plant mouldy kernels and 
nubbins to produce corn?” No, he plants 
his best certified seeds and breeds to pedi- 
greed hogs in order to obtain the finest 
products. 

We, the horsemen, should ask of our 
own Thoroughbred industry what they 
have to offer which guarantees and certi- 
fies a standardization of breeding. It is 
obvious that because of this lack of certi- 
fication, we now have this ruinous over- 
production of horses. Owners are con- 
tinually breeding inferior mares to in- 
ferior studs because in many cases they 
have been given the animal. In other cases 
race mares they own break down, and 
they are able to pick up a free service to 
some unknown and unproven stallion. In 
nine cases out of ten, this type of breed- 
ing results in an inferior offspring which 
always finds its way to a race track. 


I have rambled along in. fine style and 
now wish to present my solution to over- 
production of inferior horses. I hope you 
will bear with me. If you believe the solu- 
tion has merit, then a concerted appeal 
should be made to the New York Jockey 
Club to approve and adopt a_ universal 
by-law placing the plan in effect. 


THE PLAN. It is obvious that the only 
way to eliminate much of the _hit-and- 
miss breeding is to eliminate the hun- 
dreds of nondescript stallions now racing 
throughout the country. I suggest that 
all entire horses engaged in racing be 
given a weight penalty. For example, 
colts at the age of four should carry an 
additional three pounds penalty over the 
regular scale of weights. Horses five and 
up should carry an additional five-pound 
weight penalty over the present scale. 
This would in no way change the present

Outline For 
Retirement Plan 


(From W. E. Charles Jr., secretary- 
treasurer of the New Jersey division, 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and _ Protective 


In going over the plan that Mr. Dan 
Chappell, our HBPA President had talked 
about in Lexington, Ky. recently regard- 
ing the abolishment of horses that have 
not been in the money in their last eight 
starts in the last two years, I would say 
this is a very good plan, and I am able 
to give you some figures on same _ that 
were gone over with Mr. Gordon Morrow, 
who is racing Secretary at Dade Park, 
Lincoln Downs, and Sunshine Park, and 
myself. 


In the year of 1947, we had 19,063 
started in North America. of 
3.830 horses were not in the 
money. and they had started one to six- 
teen times. A horse called Another Time 
started 17 times to top all other horses. 
and did not earn any money. In the year 
1948 we had 20.254 horses started, and 
there were 4,189 horses that did not earn 
any money. Aptos Miles, a 4-year-old, 
raced 22 times, and Wild Jack, a 6- 
year-old, raced 20 times, and _ neither 
horse earned any money. In a two-year 
period you would get rid of approximate- 
ly 636 horses under this plan. Here are 
some figures on the number of horses 
which started eight or more times in 
1947 without earning any money:

120 horses started 8 times 

61 horses started 9 times 

49 horses started 10 times 

88 horses started 11 to 23 times 

318 horses would be abolished under 
this plan yearly. 


My plan which follows would abolish 
approximately 2,000 horses yearly. 


“HOW TO RETIRE 2,000 HORSES 
YEARLY FROM RACING” 


This is a big problem, to retire 2.000 
horses yearly from racing, but I will 
try to show you how this can be done 
today. 

At the different race tracks through- 
out the country there is a charge of $10 
to have a horse led to the post by the 
owner’s own stable pony. At the Garden 
State race track, which held a 24-day 
meeting. the owners had 158 horses led 
to the post, which cost them $1.580, and 
for the first 26 days of the Monmouth 
Park meeting the owners have had 174 
of their horses led to the post, which 
cost them $1,740. In New Jersey, all of 
this money goes back to the racing asso- 
ciation coffers. If this money could be 
put into the pool that is needed to help 
finance my plan, along with the $30.000 
yearly contract that the mushroom com- 
panies pay to the racing assoc‘ations here 
in New Jersey to carry away the ma- 
nure, which really belongs to the horse- 
men, the total amount derived from the 
above will be approximately $40.000 
yearly. which belongs to the horsemen. 

Now to raise the money needed beside 
that coming from the pony leads to the 
post, and the manure deals. is to stage a 
ninth race at each race track once during 
the meeting, and said profits from the 
race shall go into this fund. Here in 
New Jersey between the three race tracks 
we could easily raise $20,000 to go into 
this fund, which will make a total of $60.- 
000 out of New Jersey alone. It will take 
about $500,000 yearly to put this plan of 
mine in force, and would abolish 2,000 
horses from racing. 


My plan is as follows: 

1. To go to the breeding sales over 
the country, buy in all mares, foals, and 
yearlings that would only bring $250 
each, and abolish same. If any breeder 
would like to sell his foal or mare to 


scale of weights and would not present 
any problem to racing secretaries and 
handicappers. 

I can hear the cries of anguish now, 
but consider the thought behind the sug- 
gestion: Inferior colts of unproven and 
poor parentage would in most cases be 
gelded before reaching the age of four, 
to avoid the weight penalty. Colts that 
had done well during their 3-year-old vear 
would probably carry the three-pound 
penalty during their 4-year-old year, but 
they would have to definitely establish 
themselves before an owner would carry 
on with them under a five-pound handi- 
cap during the balance of their racing 
careers, 


It would be entirely up to the discre- 
tion of the owners as to whether to geld 
or not, and there would be no “you must 
geld” clause written into the rule. An 
owner could carry the penalty just as 
long as he wished to. However, it is quite 
obvious that a great many stallions would 
be eliminated from the breeding picture, 
with resultant higher values placed on 
good prospects, which would also discour- 
age the owners of cheap mares from 
breeding them. This is a long-range plan, 
but it can work. 

Your comments and suggestions will be 
very welcome, and I am quite sure that 
Tue Bioop-HorseE will assist in whatever 
way it can. 
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this plan, he would receive $250 for same. 
Just from the breeding end of racing we 
would retire over 1,000 head of the breed- 
ing stock. 


2. To take care of the horses in train- 
ing, have two members of the committee 
attend all sales of horses in training, and 
buy in all horses that would only bring 
$250 each, and have same abolished. If 
any owner or trainer would like to sell 
his horse to this committee, he could do 
so for the price of $250 each. This will 
abolish 1,000 head of horses. 


3. To form a committee of three mem- 
bers of the TRA and three members of 
the HBPA who would control this money 
and see that the horses would be retired, 
and the parties paid immediately for 
same. 


Under this plan, the committee might 
be able to buy some of the horses well 
under the price of $250, in which case 
we might go as high as 3.000 horses 
yearly. 


I feel that all the racing commissions 
in the country will grant this request of 
the ninth race to help siraighten out the 
stall situation. 


Another thought in miad is to have all 
the racing commissions throughout the 
country let all geldings receive en extra 
three pounds allowance ‘vhich the Jockey 
Club had in its rales some years back, 
and have all mares over 7 vears old re- 
ceive three pounds extra allowance. Tak- 
ing the seed away from your cclts that 
are not fashionably bred weuld stop lots 
of the cheaper colts from going to the 
stud after their racing days are over, so 
the good mares will go to good studs, and 
we will have a very limited number of 
horses with the breeding being much im- 
proved. 


I have seen some colts that I have 
raced, and lost in a claiming race for 
$1,500, which never raced for over $2,500, 
doing stud duty in Illinois. This stud was 
bred to 20 mares last year. 


It would take a period of over four 
years for us to feel the full force of this 
plan. 


Please give me your approval or dis- 
approval of the enclosed plans.

A Journey in a Horse Pullman; 
Lines on a Horse Called Henry 


If a man isn’t careful. he comes back 
from a trip with more notes than he 
knows what to do with. This happened to 
me at Saratoga. but I will try to work 
some of them into type so as uot to be 
accused of laziness by too many people. 

As an experiment in living like a horse. 
I made the journey in an express car with 
assorted yearlings which had been con- 
signed to the Fasig-Tipton sales by vari- 
ous Kentuckians. I can report that it 
wasn’t too bad. but of course I didn’t 
share their rations even though I shared 
part of their bedding. 

The trip was made under the auspices 
of Zeke Wilson. whose specialty is han- 
dling rail shipments of Thoroughbreds. In 
22 vears of this work. Zeke hasn’t lost a 
horse. I am happy to report that for this 
once, at least. he didn’t lose a man. 
either. 


ZEKE WILSON 
22 years, no losses. 


Last time I had ridden over the rails 
with a horse was on the occasion of my 
father’s sending a saddle mare from Er- 
langer to Lexington to be gaited by Ber- 
nard Hayes. who for many years prac- 
ticed the art at the local trotting track. 
Some straw, water, hay, the mare. and I 
were esteblished in a boxcar for the short 
run. It was only about 80 miles, but I 
am prepared to testify that though we 
moved just 640 furlongs horizontally, we 
must have traveled several thousand up 
and down. If there is any benefit to be 
derived from a vigorous and _ relentless 


rattling of the human gizzard. I am still 
coasting along on that treatment of many 
years ago. 

But in these times. travel is swifter and 
easier, and in a little more than 24 hours 
we were at Saratoga. There was almost 
a complete absence of uproar. No car fits. 
no spasms, no coughing. One colt made 
a few passes at the rear partition. but soon 
learned that steel will outstay flesh and 
blood. so he subsided and stood glumly in 
his stall for the rest of the trip. 

Zeke Wilson is a son of Dick Wilson. 
widely known as a shipper of horses. To- 
gether they compose the firm of R. C. 
Wilson and Son. “Biggest thing about 
shipping horses.” Zeke says. “is to get 
them ready the day before they are to 
be loaded by feeding a mash and giving 
them a dose of oil. That’s the way to 
avoid sickness. but of course it has noth- 
ing to do with car fits. That’s strictly 
fright and nervousness.” 


VISITING ENGLISHMEN. Among the 
people I didn’t expect to meet at Sara- 
toga were Ivor Anthony and Clive Graham. 
Mr. Anthony is one of the Anthony broth- 
ers famous ‘in England as riders and 
trainers. Ivor Anthony is well past his 
riding weight. but remains in his prime 
as a trainer. The Rokeby Stable’s *Cad- 
die 2nd and Blakely Grove are presently 


in his stable. He has won the Grand Na. 
tional with Royal Mail and Kellshoro’ 
Jack, and trained the brilliant distance 
performer Brown Jack. His brother Jack 
trained Easter Hero and rode three Grand 
National winners. and his brother Owen 
won the Grand National with Music Hall, 
When T met Ivor Anthony he was with 
Jim Ryan. who trains the Rokeby Stable 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Clive Graham also was with Mr. Ryan. 
An English Turf writer who has a broad 
outlook, he was interested in learning 
American reaction to the English Jockey 
Club’s relaxation of the Jersey Act. I re- 
ferred him to Joe Estes. who was to be at 
Saratoga a few days later. Estes has pulled 
more stones out of the “purity” edifice 
than any other one man, probably. hence 
is more entitled to be quoted than I am. 
For ten cents in stamps or coin. how- 
ever. I will give you my opinion. 


DOWN UNDER. While nosing around 
J. B. Campbell's office I was introduced 
by Julius Reeder to E. C. Johnston and 
Larry Wiggins. of Auckland. New Zeal- 
and. They were in the U. S. inspecting 
our race tracks. Mr. Johnston is chair- 
man of the works board of the Avondale 
Jockey Club. located about five miles from 
Auckland. He very kindly provided photo- 
graphs of the Avondale and_ Ellerslie 
courses. one of which is reproduced here. 
Avondale races only six days a year and 
Ellerslie has but 15 days. 


Off-course betting is to be tried in New 
Zealand. Mr. Johnston reports. The money 
will be telegraphed. under government 
auspices. to the tracks, where it will be 
run through the tote. The visitor was 
sanguine that it would work out all right. 


THE PEAR-SHAPED Ellerslie course at Auckland, N. Z., is nine furlongs 


around, has a chute for mile races. 


There has been racing there since 1878. 
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and would not lead to excessive gambling 
throughout the country. The New Zealand 
temperament evidently is quite different 
from the American: short. non-profit race 
meetings and not many of them. off-track 
petting on a sane basis—and no saliva 
“Don’t think we need them with 
the type of horsemen we have.” Mr. John- 
ston explained. (Time will tell on off- 
track betting. Australia tried it a few 
years back with very damaging results, 
soon repealed its legal status.)

Along with the race track photographs 
he presented to Tur Brioop-Horse The 
New Zealand Turf, a historical review. 
and From £200 to £10,350, an account of 
the Auckland Cup. which was inaugurated 
in 1894. Both were compiled by E. G. 
Sutherland. a racing journalist. 

Larry Wiggins. Mr. Johnston’s com- 
panion. turned out to be the Wiggins who 
had ridden the great Kindergarten to his 
string of victories as a 3-year-old. He 
also rede Beau Vite and High Caste. 
From the New Zealand historical review 
which Mr. Johnston had given me. IT 
learned that Wiggins started galloping 
horses at 12, when he would ride before 
and after school hours. At the age of 15 
he took up riding as a career, but if he 
had the notion that he knew all about 
horsemanship by that time his employer 
quickly disabused him and made him 
serve seven more years as an apprentice. 

He told me that he likes the American 
style of riding. and thinks that our boys 
do very well a-horseback. 


HENRY. Last winter. while Frank Or- 
tell was covering Florida racing for us. 
T asked him to work up something on 
\erarian-U, a New England campaigner 
which bit by bit has earned more than 
$100.000. more through persistence than 
brilliance, probably. but anyhow. a horse 
you have to like. Agrarian-U was winter- 
ing in Florida at the time. 

At Saratoza. I saw Frank in the press 
hox one afternoon and he said: “I’ve got 
astory for you. For you to write, that is.” 
The story. it turned out. was about Mighty 
Master. a 10-vear-old Knave High gelding 
cut along the lines of Agrarian-U: busy. 
capable. and enduring. 

Mighty Master was in the eighth race 
o the following day, so I duly showed 
up in the paddock to talk to James Graf. 
owner of the Lucky Leaf Stable, whose 
colors the gelding has borne for going 
on fenr years. He was claimed by Lucky 
Leaf early in 1946 for $5.000. The son 
of Knave High has a sizeable following 
on the New York tracks, whose patrons 
have tabbed him as an animal which 
gives them a run for their $2. 

This vear. for instance, he had_ six 
wins. two seconds, and two thirds from 
his first 15 starts, which insured his 
admirers, if they backed him across the

board. sort of return on 10 out 
of 15 wagers. Mr. Graf. for his share. had 
got $15.950 in purse money. 


some 


Since Mighty Master always runs with 
a price tag. I asked Mr. Graf if he weren't 
afraid of losing the gelding. “No.” he 
explained. “I think he’s too risky a prop- 
osition to be attractive. He’s got tender 
feet, and has to be handled just so. His 
little peculiarities are hard to learn, and 
he requires very careful attention. Most 
people aren’t interested in claiming that 
kind of a horse, especially when he’s ten 
vears old. I lest him once. though. for 
86.000. Took him back soon afterward for 
$8.000. Had him ever since.” 

Mighty Master’s honesty 
of running make him a sort of poor man’s 
Stvmie. He likes something over a mile— 
nine furlongs is his best distance—and 
he likes to come from behind. He carries 
top weights. too. “His record keeps him 
from getting anv allowances.” Mr. Graf 
observed. “I think he’s a horse that likes 
to race. When he wins he comes back 
jumping and playing. but when he loses 
he leaves the track with his head droop- 
ing.” 

Eddie Arearo or Shelby Clark usually 
rides him. On the day in question, Clark 
was up. “You can’t rush him.” Clark 
says. “You get him out of the gate, then 
you steady him down and let him go at 
his own pace. He does his running in the 
last three-eighths.” 

“This may be his last season on the 
track.” Mr. Graf concluded as Clark was 
boosted into the saddle. “We’re thinking 
of retiring him to a place we have at 
Morristown, N. J. He’s like one of the 
fomily, We call him Henry,”

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SANTA ANITA CLOSINGS 


Six of the 12 stakes to be raced at 
Santa Anita Park during the coming win- 
ter meeting will close December 1. They 
are the three $100.000 races—the Handi- 
cap. the Maturity, and the Derby—and 
the San Felipe and Santa Susana Stakes 
and the San Juan Capistrano Handicap. 
In other years only the $100,000 races 
had closed in advance of the meeting. 

The $50.000-added California Breeders 
Champion Stakes closed August 1. The 
San Carlos. Santa Catalina, and San 
Pasqual Handicaps close December 24. 
The Santa Margarita Handicap closes 
January 7. and the San Antonio Handi- 
cap closes February 4. Fuller details on 
these races were published in THE BLoop- 
Horse of August 6. page 444.

JAMAICA STAKES PROGRAM

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Average-Earnings Index of Sires in 1948—conctuven 


The following installment concludes the average-earnings 
statistics for sires whose offspring raced in 1948. The average- 
earnings index, as explained in previous issues, is calculated 
by dividing the amount of money earned by a sire’s get by the 
average distribution for the year ($2,689 in 1948) and then 
dividing the quotient (here called Adjustment) by the number 
of starters representing the sire during the year. 


Thus the index represents what proportion of average 
expectancy ($2.689 per starter) was earned by the get of 
each stallion. Uf, for instance, the sive’s offspring averaged 
exactly $2,669 each in 1948, the sire’s index is 1.000. If they 
earned twice tiis expectancy, the index is 2.000; if they 
earned half the general average, the index is .500. 

Card files are now being established for the application of 
this method of scoring to broodmare sires, to age end sex 
groups. to breecers, and in various other ways. But it will be 
several months before fell use can be made of theve dite. 

The sunimacized arnual records of a number of prominent 
sires will be published in the near future. These records xo back 
oly as far as 140, since prior to that Cate no reference exists 
from which the total number of starters sepresenting a sire may 
be obtained. In each year the North American average per 


starter is taken as the base ($1.200 in 1940, $1,315 in 1941], 
$1,438 in 1942, etc.). 


The suwamzry of performance of sires’ offspring in 1948 
and the accompanying background data on the more prominent 
sires will be coliected into a pamphlet as soon as feasible.

In order to make an over-all appraisal of a sire’s record on 
an average-earnings basis it is necessary to accumulate the an- 
nual totals, as in the following example:

In 1945 the average earnings per horse for all starters in 
North America were $2.257. The actual earnings of Eight 
Thirty’s 11 starters in that year were $70.799, or 31.369 times 
the expected earnings of one starter. This figure (adjust 
ment), divided by 11 (starters), becomes 2.852, which indi- 
cates that Eight Thirty’s average per starter for the year waé 
2.852 times the general average of $2,257. 

A similar computation is made for each year, and the ad- 
justment total (296.003) is divided by the accumulated num- 
ber of year-starters (130). The result shows that Eight Thir- 
ty’s offspring have earned 2.277 times the average expectancy.

Formula for a successful sire: 


1. A son of a successful sire 


One of the rule-of-thumbs for a successful sire is that the horse be BY a_ successful 
sire. Challenge Me, for instance, is a son of “Challenger II, the only leading American sire 
to stand outside of Kentucky in over a quarter of a century. He has sired Gallorette, 
Challedon, Vincentive, Pictor, Bridal Flower, etc. 


2. Out of a stakes producing mare 


Challenge Me’s dam certainly qualifies for this. Cash Book has produced eight foals—all are 
winners including the stakes winners Challenge Me, Put In ($48,885), and Pay Me (placed in 
three stakes). Cash Bock is the daughter of “Bull Dog, also sire of a host of top-flight 
stallions, including Bull Lea, Our Boots, Occupation, Coldstream, Tiger, War Dog, Eternal 
Bull, etc.

Top Flight Dies 
At Whitney’s 


Top Flight, one of the great race mares 
of the century, died August 23 at the 
C. V. Whitney farm, Lexington. Her death 
came shortly after she suffered a paralytic 
stroke, the second one she had exper- 
ienced. 

Foaled at the Whitney farm in 1929, 
Top Flight was a daughter of the over- 
topped, unsound, high-strung *Dis Done 
and the Peter Pan mare Flyatit. a good 
winner whose exceptionally bad behavior 
at the starting gate probably kept her 
name out of the list of stakes winners and 
certainly brought about her early retire- 
ment. Trained by the late Thomas J. 
Healey. Top Flight went through her first 
season undefeated in seven starts and set 
up a record for 2-vear-old earnings. $219.- 
000. Her victories at two were all in 
stakes races: the Clover, Lassie, Saratoga 
Special. Sninaway. Matron, Futurity, and 
Pimlico Futurity. 

Winter book favorite for the 1932 Ken- 
tucky Derby. Top Flight was withdrawn 
from the Derbv when she met her first de- 
feat in the Wood Memorial Stakes. She 
won five of her nine races that year, all 
of them stakes races restricted to fillies 
and mares: the Acorn. Coachine Club 
Ameriean Orks. Arlineton Oaks. Alabama 
Stakes, and Ladies’ Handicap. No filly 
ever finished in front of her. but she was 
unequal to the task of beating the best 
colts. Sore ankles ended her racing career 
at the end of her 3-year-old season. 

When she retired to the stud she had 
earned $275.900. and was the world’s lead- 
ing money-winning mare. Four mares— 
Gallorette. Honeymoon, Busher, and Be- 
witech—have since accumulated larger 
totals, but all have raced longer and have 
had the benefit of larger purses. In_pro- 
portion to opportunity, no mare of recent 
years has earned so much. 


As a broodmare Top Flight became an 
example for those who count good race 
mares as poor breeding prospects. But it 
was mostly unsoundness and ill fortune 
which limited the performance of her off- 
spring. Her first foal. the filly Singing 
Top. by *Roval Minstrel. suffered a pelvic 
injurv in her first start, ran only once 
more. The second. Flight Command, by 
Peace Chance. won the U. S. Hotel Stakes 
at two, but suffered an injury which pre- 
vented any later demonstration of class. 
The third. Sky Raider, by Man o”’ War, 
raced only at two, won his first two starts. 
was injured in the third, and had a mod- 
erate success as a sire. 


Her foal of 1940, by Peace Chance, 
died as a yearling. Bug Bug, a filly by 
Gallant Fox, foaled in 1941, ran unplaced 
at two and three. Blue Falcon, foaled in 
1943, was a son of *Mahmoud: he was 
among the better 3-year-olds of 1946, but 
won no stakes. In all he earned $13.425. 
White Lady, a *Mahmoud filly. foaled in 
1945. injured a knee at two and was not 
raced until she was three. when she won 
two races before the injury began to trou- 
ble her again. She is now in foal to War 
Admiral. 

Top Flight’s last foal, Top Honors, a 3- 
vear-old by Eight Thirty. is in training 
but has never started; a well made colt. 
he has inherited some of the difficult tem- 
perament of Top Flight’s parents. After 
1946 Top Flight was barren each year. 


Phalanx Retired 


The 5-year-old bay horse Phalanx. 
owned in partnership by A. S. Hewitt and 
C. V. Whitney. has been retired from rac- 
ing and will enter the stud at the Whit- 
ney farm, at Lexington, next year. His 
fee will be $1.000 for a live foal. 

The son of Pilate out of the stakes- 
winning Jacola, by *Jacopo, was a 
stakes winner at two, three, and four, 
earned more than $400,000. He was 
placed in training again this year, but 
because of injuries he did not race up to 
expectation, and it was decided to retire 
him. 


TOP FLIGHT won five stakes at 


Alabama victory. 


Phalanx was bred by Mr. Hewitt. who 
owned both his sire and dam at the time. 
but he raced under the Whitney colors, 
At two he won the Remsen and Ardsley 
Handicaps, was second in the Champagne 
Stakes and third in the East View Stakes, 
At three he won a division of the Wood 
Memorial. and also was victorious in the 
Belmont, Dwyer. and Empire City Stakes 
and the Jockey Club Gold Cup. He was 
second in the Kentucky Derby (beaten 
a head by Jet Pilot). the Travers Stakes, 
and the Lawrence Realization. He was 
third in six other stakes. ended the season 
with earnings of $269.250. and was con- 
sidered the best of his division. — Last 
year at four he won the Daingerfield 
Handicap, was second in the’ Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, Empire Gold Cup. and Butler 
Handicaps, and third in the Westchester 
Handicaps. 

In all. he was one of the most versatile 
colts of his generation, and thonch  to- 
ward the latter end of his career he was 
distinguished for stamina. he had shown 
considerable speed at the middle distances 
in his earlier races. At two he was rated. 
at 122, four pounds below the top weight 
in the Experimental Handicap.

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OBITUARY 


C.C.Van Meter, 
Ky. Trainer 


C. C. Van Meter. oldest of the old 
guard of Kentucky trainers. died Tuesday. 
September 6. at the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital in Lexington. He would have been 
86 vears old on October 4. He remained 
active until he reached his eightieth birth- 
day in 1943. then sold out the few horses 
which he owned in whole or in part, and 
retired. 

Charles Clinton Van Meter was active 

as a trainer for 58 years. at first with 
Standardbreds and later with runners. He 
became interested in trotters while he 
ras still a boy working on his mother’s 
farm near Bowling Green. Ky. At the age 
of 22 he began as a trainer and driver 
of harness horses, and was successful in 
this field until some years later he de- 
veloped an eye trouble which caused his 
doctors to recommend that he give up 
racing in order to avoid the hazards of 
too much sun and wind. 

Tt was this advice which caused him. 
about 1906, to shift to the training of 
Thoreughbreds. For many years he main- 
tained a public stable. sometimes includ- 
ing horses which he owned or in which 
he held a part interest. His early years in 
Thoroughbred racing were lean ones for 
the sport. but he was soon among the 
better known trainers on the Kentucky 
circuit. His first stakes winner was The 
Fad. which won the Cincinnati Trophy 
of 1909 at Latonia. 

The many horses which came under 
his direction later included Marjorie 
Hynes. Brother Batch (which wor the 
Latonia Derby. beating the Kentucky Der- 
by winner Behave Yourself). Chatterton. 
Rolled Stocking (Latonia Chamnionshin). 
Coyne. Angon. and more recently Blue 
Pair. Ooema. and other stakes winners. 
Best of those he trained, in his own opin- 
ion, was Chatterton, a Fair Play horse 
which won 15 races and $26.565 in the 
early 1920’s and later, standing at Clai- 
borne Stud, became leading sire. 

“Mr. Van” usually stayed as close to 
home as possible with his horses. He took 
his stable to the East only once or twice. 
He probably saddled more winners in 
Kentucky than outside the State; his best 
days were in the years before Latonia 
dropped out of the Kentucky circuit. 
Able. quiet. and kindly. he found racing 
good and prospered well in it. 

He is survived by his wife, a sister, Mrs. 
Mary E. Miller. of Kansas City, and a 
daughter, Mrs. William Fishback, of Lex- 
ington,

died on August 4, after a long illness, at 
his home in New York City. He was 
68 years old. 

Born in Russia, Mr. Armstrong was a 
son of the late Joseph and Sarah Sen- 
ville. He changed his name to Arm- 
strong. The concern which he founded 
publishes the Armstrong Daily Sports in 
New York and throughout the East, and 
the National Racing Program and Daily 
Green Sheet. Mr. Armstrong retired in 
1948.

*Doubtless 2nd was foaled September 23, 1944, 
at the Haras Ojo de Agua, owned by J. A. and 
M. Martinez de Hoz, in Argentina. According 
to South American custom, he was sold at auc- 
tion as a 2-year-old, going to Jose Buarque de 
Macedo, the Brazilian owner, for 52,000 pesos, one 
of the highest prices of the Palermo sales. 


At three, his first year of racing, he won the 
Gran Premio Nacional (Argentine Derby), giving 
his owner his second consecutive victory in the 
race. He also won the Premio Coronel Miguel F. 
Martinez. the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini, and 
the Premio Miguel Alfredo Martinez de Hoz. In 
addition, he was third in the Gran Premio Jockey 
Club, another of the Argentine Triple Crown 
races. 

Late in 1947 be was bought by the Greentree 
Stable from Rudolfo Perraca, who had acquired 
him from his former owner. The price was re- 
ported to be 400,000 Argentine pesos (roughly, 
$100,000). He was flown from Buenos Aires to 
Augusta, Ga., in January, 1948, and was _trans- 
ferred to Greentree’s winter training quarters at 
Aiken. His first U. S. start was at Belmont Park 
on September 14, when he finished third to Fara- 
way and W L Sickle in the one-mile Castleton 
Purse. In two other starts of 1948, including the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, he was unplaced, though 
he showed speed. This year, prior to the Saratoga 
Cup, he was raced at sprint and middle distances, 
doing better at the latter. In the 14-furlong Cup 
he went at once into the lead, held it throughout, 
winning over Shackleton by four lengths. Shackle- 
ton, bad humored, got down in the gate, finally 
was started from the outside, and during the 
running seized Young Peter by the nose. The 
victory was *Doubtless 2nd’s first in 11 
in this country. 

Cute Eyes, sire of *Doubtless 2nd, was one 
of the greatest stayers of the Argentine Turf. He 
now stands in Uruguay. Blue Eyes, second dam 
of Cute Eyes. was bred by J. B. Haggin at the 
Rancho del Paso. in California. Because of thi: 
American strain, *Douktless 2nd was not eligible 
to England’s Gereral Stud Book at the time of 
his purchase.

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THE BUSINESS SIDE, by James M. Donovan Jr. 


Minuses Are in the Majority, 
But Crying Towels Not Needed 


The business side of racing is not en- 
tirely the first seven 
months of the current year. But like the 
economic trend throughout the country, 
the path is level to downward. with the 
emphasis on “down.” 

In 1946. when the mutuel handle from 
all U. S. race tracks amounted to the 
all-time high of almost $2 billion ($1.834.- 
495.237), with the 
fnances of racing reveled in’ prosperity 
and anticipated even higher returns. But 
come 1947, there was a decrease of about 
$100 million. Based on simple arithmetic. 
if 19-digit figures can be simplified. busi- 
ness should have been better in 1947 be- 
cause there were 38 additional racing 
davs. But nevertheless, business was down. 

Through 1648. reports conflicted. A 
sunshiny Saturday afternoon in_ perfect 
racing weather occasionally brought rec- 
ord crowds and record mutuel handles. 
These occurrences usually received good 
play in the newspapers, and possibly dis- 
torted the picture. For when the final 
score was added, another $100 million 
was missing from the mutuel totals. And 
there had been 401 additional racing 
days. 


discouraging for 


persons concerned 


But even with a general economic de- 
cline, race track business is not bad, 
nor is it disheartening. When speaking 
in terms of $2 billion, a decrease of $100 
million is not very much. It is roughly 
only 5 per cent. 

The downward trend is continuing into 
1949, however, and apparently at a sharp- 
er rate of decline. In the first seven 
months of 1949, 17 of the 28 tracks which 
have noted a drop in business have under- 
sone a larger decrease this year than 
last. 

The drop was in evidence as early as 
mid-winter, when Hialeah Park closed 
with a 4 per cent reduction in mutuel 
handle, despite a 2 per cent increase in 
attendance. All in all. only seven out of 
35 meetings have shown a mutuel handle 
increase in 1949, but 11 have shown in- 
creases in attendance. 

The tracks which have enjoyed a larger 
pari-mutuel handle this year are: Bowie 
3 per cent, Golden Gate Fields 15, Gulf- 
stream Park 3, Havre de Grace 9, Ja- 
maica 3. Lincoln Downs 19, and Sunshine 
Park 2. All of these tracks except Sun- 
shine Park also had increased attendance. 
But some others with increased attend- 
ance recorded a drop in mutuel handle. 


These were Garden State Park, Hialeah 
Park, Oaklawn Park, and Sportsman’s 
Park. 


Another factor on the bright side of the 
ledger is that race tracks have been slow 
to reduce purses. This is good for horse- 


men. Santa Anita Park. leading race 
track in point of purse distribution in 


1948. started the year with a total purse 
distribution of $2,504,415. less than 6 per 


cent lower than last vear’s figure. Again 
setting the pace, Santa Anita manage- 


ment plans to continue the higher rate 


of distribution into the 


1949-1950 meet-
